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While the major part of the papilionaceous infects 
aftonifh us by the fplendor and variety of their co- 
lours, there are fome which on the contrary exhibit 
only the plaineft and moft fimple hues, and yet 
at the fame time difplay a fpecies of beauty and ele- 


gance fcarcely exceeded by the gaudy robes of their 
more 


more brilliant congeners. Amongft thefe, one of 
the moft remarkable is the infect here reprefented, 
which is the largeft of the fection or divifion of the 
genus to which it belongs. This fection, diftin- 
guifhed by the title of Heliconii, confifts of fuch 
butterflies whofe wings are of a more oblong form 
than in the reft of the genus, and are befides re- 
markable for a peculiar degree of tranfparency, as 
if lefs thickly coated with fcales than in others. 
This infect is of a beautiful white, ornamented by a 
variety of velvet-black ftreaks and fpots, running 
in different directions. The body is white, with a 
black ftripe down the back; and the thorax is black 
ftriped with white. The fuperior wings, near the 
fhoulders, are very flightly tinged with yellowifh. 
Tt is a native of India.
